by and by look upon him in the firſt of Job, and you 
find him ſitting upon the dunghill, ſtript of all thoſe Rotes

This is all the hold we have of the things of this 
world, all the aſſurance we have of our remporalls,

and ability ro doe good, that they mprove it,. and 
rake the advantage ofit, todoall the good they can; 
to doe good while they have times St, Paul admoniſheth 
ns Gal.6.9,10.todo ſometl.ing , the remembrance 
whereof may be a cordiall anil a comfort to them, in 
the day of chcir ditreſſe;this was Hezebiah's comfore 
in the day of his viiitation : 1ſazah 38.

But admir all this, doth Jeb well to commend 
himſelfe for 11? Let another man praiſe thee, and not thy 
ſelfe, a (iranger, and not thive own lipps : Pro: 27. 2, 
*Tis.rrue, the praiſe of a man ſounds better out of 
anothers mouth, then of his own; yerthere are ſome 
.cales wherein itis not expedient only, burneceſlary 
for a ran to ſpeak 1# his own praiſe ; where lilcnce a- 
gainſt fowl and falſeaccuſations may be interpreted a 
confeſſion, then it is but neceſſary that a man ſhoukd 
ſand upon his own j«ſt:ficatio® : if another man do a 
man open wrong, 'tis but reaſon that he ſhould dg 
hiniſelfe open right, by infifting upon his own juſt 
vindicationz and whatſoever ſceming vanity or often- 
ration chere may appcarto be in it, they arc juſtly to 
be charged with it that compell usto it, not we that 
did it : / am lecome a fool it boaſting 'my ſelſe, bur ye 
bawe compelled.ze, 2 Cit:12.11, This was Jot's caſe at 
this time , (ſecing God hadturn'd his hand againſt him, 
and trolen down his hedges that he had made atomt him) 
wicked and uncharitable men, begin to cenſure him 
and tocharge him with many and fowl and falſe ca- 
lumnies and aſpcrtions, that all the fair ſhewes that Le 
had mae of, Juſtice and piety, were L#t hypocriſie; and 
ce taizly he was all this while but 4 wicked man, and now 
God had found him out, and puniſh't himfor it ; nay ( to 
lay his accuſation the more cloſe and home) they fall

men, Jeidiah, the beloved of the Lord, who had 
the priviledge roask at the hand of God what he 
would, and had what he ask'ty a ſprrit of wiſedome and 
uncr/tandins that he might wiſely go in and out before 
the people ; 1 Kipgs 3, 5. yet What grumblings', 
and murmurings of the people were there 
under his governement > in what a muti- 
nous manner doe they come to Re/oboarz the young 
King, wich their ſeditious petition, 1- Kings 12.4.

2 King- And this'is neceſſary; firſt, for 
Seate and Digniry, when God had called Aron to 
the honeur and officeof the high )preiſt, he cor 
tnanded Afoſes to give direRion, \ for the making of 
him rich garments, the richeſt chat could be made, 
both for the marcrials, and rhe workmanſhip; for 
the materials,they were to be of Purple, and oe 
Linnes, Gold, and Sibvey, and preciows ftonts; and for 
the workmanſhip, it was of Embroidery, and that 
fo curious,that the world did not afford men cunning 
enough to work it, but Almighry God did endue

' nat only of Juſticebutof = roo, well worthy the 

care 
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care of 2a worthy Magiſtrate, by which he ſhall be- 
come as Fcb in the text, Eyes to the Blend , feet to the 
lame, aud to the poor afather. 


But Jeb had a farther meaning in this Expreſſion 
then this; he ſpeakes Metaphorically ; by the 41ind, 
doth Job underitand che gzorazt man, by the lame, 
the txzpotent man, and by the” pooy the 1ndipent man: 
and they all equally ſtand innecd of help. The 41;z4 
man hath [eggs good enough to walk wich, but he 
wants ezes ro ſee, his way; and ſo henwlſt neceſſarily 
fall-into ore of theſe two milchiets, or both,eithcr to 
crxc out of the way , or to ſtumble and fall in it; the 
axe man hath ezes good enovgh co {ee his way, but he 
wants [eggs to goin it, and 10 isinas ill caſe as the 
other: the poor man may have borh his eyes, and his 
limts, and yet being poor, and wanting a - purſe to 
carry on his buſinefſe, he is in as ill a condition 
as any of the other : the worthy Magil- 
rrate is a releif ro. them all, and ſupplics them with 
thole helps that are moſt ſuitable ro their ſeveral ne« 
ccflicics; Ignorantem dirigendo, impotentem ſupportando, 
indigentem ſublevando; by dircting the i7norant, ſup- 
porting the z#epotezz, and relieving the rndrgent, and 
thus make good che Charadter here in the Text, and 
becomcs Eyes tothe blind, feet ro the lame, axd to the pooy 
afather, The ignoragt man hath a good Cauſe, but 
wants (killto mannage it, wants cycsto {py out all 
thofe xiceties which (in his Proceedings, and carrying 
of ic 01) might deftroy it; and jndeed he had need _ 
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ood cycs indeed, that can {py outall the windings 
and turnings, the nicerics, quirks, quillets, quiditics, 
that a good Caufe may be 1ubic& to, and yet ther's 
not the leaſt of theſe, (ſuppoſe the miſdateing a De- 
claration, miſtaking a Name, or mis-ſpclling of it, 
vitium ſcriptoris, or lone ſuch ſlight matter) bur ir 
ſhall, be pleaded co the deſtruction of the whole bu- 
ſincfſe; and the poor Clyent ſhall be forc'r cither to 
looſe his Cauſe, or to Pur his Cap todaying (as we 
uſe to ſay) or to fetch ic-about again, and again upon 
ſome ſuch other light and flighe Cauſe, ul he be- 
come weary of his Suite, and :us lite roo, and chuſe 
rachcr to ſicdown and to looſe all, thenito hazard thc 
recovery of it, by a remedy worſe *then the diſcaſc: 
now in ſuch a caſe for a Magiſtrate to lcnd an eye to 
the blind, is certainly on Act not only of Juſtice, bur 
of Mercy too, andotpure charity, And here by the 
way, let me propoſc it to you nimble-Pleaders as a 
cale of conſcience, whether in ſuch a caſe (when you 
ſce the Cauſe clearly againſt you, truth and equiry 
on the other party, ) for the love of a Fee, or to 
advantage a Clyenc you may lawtully undertake in 
it, and ſee your witts upon the tentcrs to find our 
ſome ſuch ilight errorsor miſtakes to overthrow it, 
and rouſe your cunnings againſt your conſcience to 
the p<rverting of judgment, And fol paſſe from 
the 41;adto the lame,another ſort of impotent. People 
here quartered in the next room of this Spitcle in the 
Tcxt ; 1 was eyes to the blind and Limbs to the lame, 
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6g The former ſort of impotent people we ſpake of, 
wanted eycs toſce, thele want limbes to walke ;. 
and ſo arc in asill a caſe as they : for though they 
| ſee their way never ſo well, yer it they want leggs 
and limbs to goc,there may they fit ill and perth, 
and withour helpe muſt needs do ſo ; look what the 
want of leggs is toan impotent man for walking,ſuch 
is the want of mcans to any man to carry on hus buli- 
neſſe in any undertaking: for inſance,. In the mili- 
tary. way Ralſbakeh ſays truly 2. Kings 18, 20, Wwiſe- 
dome and Counſel are for the warre, they are the eyes; 
but lerthoſe be never ſo goed rocontrive,yer if they, 
want men, , munition and moneys(they are the leges, 
or ſinewes of warre, as wecall them)chey will make. 
but ſlow marches or Progreſle in their nadercakings; 
cyen ſuch as a man weuld do in a journcy-travel- 
ling withont leggs, or with leggs without linewes : 
Haniball in his wart againſt the Romans found it ſo; 
and for this we may (it we plcaſc) mylriply inſtances 
cnough in auy kind of undertaking :. rake ane in that 
way which is proper ſor eur diſcourſe at this aſon;, 
in carrying on of a Suit in Law :_ An honcſt men 
hath a Cauſe good enough , he hath cycs good 
enough to {ce ir, and knowes the way ot the pro- 
ccedings, and how ir ſhould be mannaged, but he 
wants wherewithall;he wants leggs: firit, hewans 
a purſe; that's one legg ; and ſccondly, he wants 
power and friends to countcnance his Cauſe, that's 
another legg, and that muſt needs go hard wich him. 


when Le wants bota leges ; if he had bur one of 


them 
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them, yer he would make ſome hard ſhifc to hop, 
or halte alonz, or help himſelfe with a Crutch, or 
a. wooden-legge, or (rather then fail) a filver-legge 
(I have hcard of ſuch) bur when a man wants born, 
that muſt necds go hard with him, and ſuch were the 
imporcnt which os reliev d inthe Text; was liztes, 
or lezgs to the lame : he ſpeaks in the plurall number: 
Now 1n ſucha caſe tor a compaſhonate Magiſtrate, 
tolcnd a Hand, a Crutch, a Legg, or any thing to 
a helplefſe lame man, is certainly az af of pure mercy, 
and charity: or it he will not lend & lezg to the man, 
yet to lend alegg to-his Caule, and to his proceed- 
ings inir, that 1t may goe on with expedition, and 
be brouzhr to ſome iſſue, in ſome time, _ and nor 
hang in ſuſpence, and be delayed from: time to time, 
by new matians, and orders, writs of-crror, devices 
ro carry it out of one Court into another, till they 
tyre out a manata long runnning, for want of leggs 
to maintain his courſe, You know the ſtory of the 
impotent man inthe 5, of Joh Waich lay at the Banks 
of che Bath or Poole of Betheſda, ſo many years , ar 
certain times there came an Angell and moved the 
waters Of che Bath,and then wholoever ſtepr.in next, 
had certain cure of his infirmity whatſoever it was: 
this poor man had lay'n under his - infirmiry 38 
yeares; how many of rheſe he lay- ar thoſe bankes 
(exp:Ring cure) we cannot tell ; perhaps meſt of 
them ; an4 yet for want of limbcs to help him into 
the water when it was ſtirred, ſtill he was carricd 
backe as:he came without cure: p:rhaps you would 
be anzry wich me (lome of you) if I ſhould make an 
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ale2oryof this and apply it by way of alluſion to the 
meccho4 of your proceedings 1a your courſe, for the 
relieving of ſuch impotent creatures as come to you 
for curc 1n their ſeverall neccſſtries; if I ſhould com- 
pare that Bath co ſome of your Courts , ſoveraigne 
cnouzh for tiicir cure it rhey could bur ſeafonably 
ger ins them, or when they are in, ger our again ; 
rhe ſtirring of the waters 0 your active proceedings 
in chem; tae imporent man lying on the bankes rothe 
poor Clyent;his long lying there,toyour long derain- 
ing of him without relief, wichour diſpatch; it would 
ſuic bur too well inall the parts of it, for cher. ſhall 
you havea poor Clyent attend from Term to Term, 
trom ycar to year, and for well nigh as many years 
as this imporent ran dig ; and yer (what for want 
of the Angells to ſtirre the waters, or of limbcs co 
help him in, when they are ſtir'd,or out again when 
he 15 in) ſtill he comes back again as he werr, wichour 
the cure he hoped for : a great diſparagement cere 
tainly, though nor co the Law, yer tothe procced- 
ingsinit z and a great grievance to the ſubject, that 
the Sunne ſhall travail twenty times between the 
Tropicks too and fro; and he many times twenty as 
far (as will take in many of the paralclls) for rclict; 
and yet can bring his mattcrs to» no iſſue ; where 
the rediouſneſle of the journcyings adds no ſmall 
aggravation to the rediouſneiſe of the delay and cx- 
pectation : Certainly this one cOnftderation is much 
for the juſtificacion of thole worti:y Parriotts in 
this Kingcgome, that lay out thcmſclves in their cn-

deavours for the reſurrecionof rhat Ancient and Ho- 
nourebie Court of a Prelidentihip here once eſta- 
bliſhed in theſe Northern-parts ; the reaſons for 
which, are as ſtreng and as many now as ever they 
were ; and that with ſome additions, 

In the flouriſhing Kingdome of France, there are 
cighr ſuch Courrs,chey call chem Parliaments,thogh 
from any of them there may be an Appeal to the 
grand-Parliamenrat Parss;yct cheleare cight ſtanding 
Courts of great Honour and Authority creed (in {0 
many ſeverall Provinccs of the Kingdome) for the 
calc of the Subjects, that they may uor be,torc't all 
(from the remoter parts of the Kingdome upon all 
occalions) ro come up toParis , and to travell fo far 
for Juſtice, as to make itdcar of ferching: for the 
ſamercaſon, have there bin the like Courrs of Juſtice 
erected here in England, (though not ſo many) one 
of which is yet in bcing in the Weſt, and another 
was here in the North ; and why it ſhould not be 
continued or reſtored, I cannot imagine, except it be 
this,7 hat as that great City of London (the very belly 
of the Kingdome) hath engros t unto it ſel/e all the Tra- 
ding, ſo that other (her ſiſter of Weſtminſter) would do 
the like Ly the Law, an ſo make of them bath two great 
Monopolics. And ſol paſle trom this fort of impo- 
tent people in the Text, (the lame) though ite long 
firft : I had becn more brief in chis diſcourle, it trole 
whom it cogcern'd had been fo in thcir diſpatchcs, 
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"The next fort of helpleſſe people in this Spittle/Jn 
theText,and quarter'd in the next room,are the poop; 
and to them (506 tells us) he was-a Father, ver: 17, 
 Hereweareto conſider , firſt, the objcd of his 
chariry and compaſhon; they were the poor: ſecondly, 
his charity & copaſſion toward them, expreft under 
the notion and relationof a Father. As to the firſt, well 
did the Lord know that (what throughthe oppreſ- 
fion, covetuouſnefſe, and eruelry of ſome, what 
chrough-.the-idlenefle, ill-huſbandry, prodigelity, 
and improvidence{of others) chere would be allwayes 
ſome. poor in the Land; as our Saviour tells us 
Math. 26, 11. T you ſhall have allways with yow, 
and therefore God bath mercifully provided for 
their releite, In the Law there was a Tythe provid- 
ed for them, Devt. 14. 29. that ſpeakes home to 
us that receive Tythes, and tells us, that we are nor 
to receive them all, and altogether for our own 
ſelves: we are not altogether Proprietaries; but ra- 
ther, Uſu-fruftuarics of -them in part: though we 
have the beſt ticle rothem, and ſhare in them, yer 
they were nor originally ſett a part onely for our 
{{ſclves, bur partly i truſt; we receive them to have, 
bur not to hold; we mwſt diſtribute with one hand, 
aſwell as receive with the other ; by this very Law 
(the.equity whereof remaineth to this day, and ſo 
far forth is Morall) there is a ſhare due out of them 
co the Foor. Secondly,for the poſſefſours of Fields 
and Vineyards, the command was, that they ſhould 
not reap their Corne clean,nor gather it all into their 
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.own Barnes ; bue they muſt leavea Portion of ittin 
rhe corners, and in the furrowes of the field, for the 
.Poor, the tatherleſſc, the widow, and the ſtranger ; 
Levit:19, and 1o likewiſe, at the gathering inot 
their Vintage,chey mult nor gather them clean ; bur 
leavea pornon-of the grapes, and of the olives, and 

of thcir other fruits upon the trees for the ſame ule, 
a 42 th. Part, {ay ſome of the Hebrewes, a 50th . ſay 
ſome others at the leaſt; and in the timesot the Got- 
pell an Office was erc&ed (cheifly for this purpoſe) 
ro rake careof the poor, Afs.6, the Otficeof Dea» 
* conſhip, much like that of the Overſcers of the;poor 
amonglit us: and in theſe our dayes, and in <his 
Kingdome, the Lawes of the Land (concerning the 
Poor)areſo wiſcly made and contriv'd, as I think ir 
is a-hard thing to deviſe how to amend or better 
them.; only as a divine Lawyer of our times (Sir 
Francis Bacon I mean)once ſaid of the Lawes of this 
Kingdome in generall, That 0 Nation. nor King dome 

#xder heaven had better, only there wanted one ts ex force 
the due executiun of all the reſt : fo may I ſay of theſe 

Lawes concerning the Poor, They are as good as wiſe- 

dome it ſelfe can deviſe, only they are not duely executed: 
Hence it is that both Townes and Countrey arc ſo 

full of them, that we had need have in every Vil- 
lage an Hoſpitall ro! put them in z and they do mul- 
tiply ſo exceedingly upon us , that (as in Pharaoh's 

time) che lean Kyne are ready tocat up the fat, And 

here, my Lord Mayor, with the reſt of the Gover- 

nours of this Honourable and Loyall City, give me 
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feave ts tnrne my A to you in 2 word of admoni- 
tion: I ſce no place where they do more {warme, 
then kcre amonglt you 5 ſo numerous, that a Gemle- 
man cannot come to Towne, nor aligat ar his Inne, 
or goc into a Shop.to layour his moncy, bur prefent- 
ly the houſe is belect. with a mulrirude of tl;cle dif- 
ordcrly people z a great ſcandall to your Govern- 
ment: 'I his 18 nor for wan of Lawes t0 remedy it , 
bur for want of duc execution of chem ; for cercain- 
ly if the Lawcs(thart arc in force concerning theſe) 
were well execurcd, not only here,but every where 
throughour the Kingdome,, this diſorder would be 
rcmcadicd ; and there would be none found begying 
amoneſt us, bur ſuch, as it is either a ſhame for them 
$0 begge, or a ſhame tor us to ſuffer them foro ds. 

Bux there are two forts of poor}; as St. Paul wri- 
ting of chis ſubje&, 1 75m: 5. 5. diſftinguiſherhof wi- 
dowes, tells us there is a widow, and a widow in» 
deed 5 fo fay lofihe Poor,thcre are poor,and there 
are Poor indeed : in the firkt lift of theſe, I ranke all 
frurdy Rogues, wandring beggars,thac arc never out. 
of the way, nor never init ; all drunkcn, and idle 
Perſons, that will not worke ;- bur finding an eaſe in 
idlteneſfc, goe about from Towne to Town , and 
take up beg2ing for their Trade ; theſe are all poor, 
box _ indecd, they are poor, and they will be 
fo, whe pOjargan es Chnſgbey God up n- 
' their lewd, loole, prophanc courſes, that they 
ſtould be fo: Slower hath given chem their doom, 
Pro:23,.33.The drauhard and the g lution fball te poor, &f 
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the fleeper ſballte clothed with raggs ; thele are the ve» 
ry {cornc of the Nation,the reproachof our Govern» 
ment,the linke , the kennel! of all lewdaeſſe, pro- 
phancſle, and uncleanefle ; yet to theſe Jab was,and 
the worthy Magiſtrate is @ tacher; buc how ? not by 
relicying cacm,nor by proteRting the my not by main» 
taining and encouraging them inthele chew lewd 
courlcs, but by correcting them, by puniſhing them, 
by. putting in execution thoſe wholeſome Lawcs, 
providing for the reſtraining of their lewdncle, the 
ictring of chcm-on worke, and reducing them into 
prder : and hercin ſhall he ſhew himlclfe a father 
untotheſe, as well as uncothe other by his mercy and 
compailion. | 

Bugs theſe latter are the poor indeed, ſuch as are 
not only indigent, bur inevitably ſuch; many ficke & . 
weak, and olde, and blind,and lame, and cither paſt 
their worke, or, by reaſon of their infirmities diſa» 
bled to worke, «{pecially it they be ſuch as while - 
{they had ability were laborions aud induftrious, 
_ either _ nnavoidable lofles and croſſcs,or 
the grearnefſe of their charge, where there were 
many more mouthes to cat,then hands to worke have 
fallen into incvirable poverty ; theſe are the poor 
indecd,theſe the true objeftsof our mercy and come 
paſſion z here, zo give and to diftribate , forget wo's 
for with ſuch ſacrifices God 46 . well pleaſed; hore, 
caft thy tread upon the waters, it ſhall wot te raft a» 
way, for after many dayes thou ſbalt find its here, 
Ac 7 dns: ſbalt 
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certainly be no- Ioofer by it ; putir upon his fcore, he. 
will repay it ſcaven-told into thy botome: ita cupof 
cold water ſo given to a Diſciple ſhall nor looſe his 
reward, furcly. our charity. expreſt in more conſi- 
derable. proportions will not be forgotten. it is a 
ſtrange argument to perſwade to liberallicy, to pi- 
ous and charirable ules, which St. Paul uſes. Philip: 
4. 17, when he ſay's, that ir ſhall redound to our 
account another day ;- and ſtronger is that which 
our Saviour. uſes, Luke 16, 9. even to prevail with 
covetous-men to make them liberall,. when he ſay's, 
that by laying out the Mammorn of iniquity,theyſhall 
makezzhemſclves friends which may receive them in- 
to everlaſting habitations : All this ſpeaks romenas 


.men, per{wading them rp workes of picty & mercy, 


and ſo to become as fathers to the poor, Bur job 
ſpeaks in the perſon of a Magiſtrate, and ſo ſuch a 
one in- that capacity., though asa man he may bo 
flacke intheſeworkes of mercy, - yet as a Magiſtrate 
he may ſo carry as to be a greater father to the poor 
then a hundred private men can bez a Private man 
may looke to private perſons and tamilies, and do 
good to the indigent. people in the place where he 

dwells,but a Magiſtrate (as.a more publique perſon) 

ftrercherh his armeso're whole Countries, &Couns« 
ties, andby. his prudent care to make good orders 
for tke, reliefof chem, tafee to the due exccution of 
thoſc that are ſomade, by reſtraining the covetoul+ 
neſſe and cruclty of thoſe that oppreflſe them, aud 

make them poor,by reviving the comiſſions for ploy 
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an charicable uſes : rhe like Mz2ziftraticall duties, 
may become the preſerver,protettor,and reliever.of 
many.chouſands as Job in that capacity was (beſides 
his pcrſonall charity as a good man, and ſo he was) 
and every good Magiſtrate is, and ought to be ants 
the poor a Father. | W | 


Butr-more then this;Rulers & Governours, Princes 
and grear Magiſtrates, are not only.Fathers of the 
r,bur of the rich alſo.z.. they are Pacriots,and Fa- 
thers of the Country.and Kingdome,andall the peo- 
ple under.their Government; lo amongſt the Romans 
when any.great Officer (civill or milicary/)/had done 
good ſervice for the Commonwealth, he was ha- 
noured with the title of a good Patriot or a Father of 
his Country ; and when men of the beſt ranke a- 

mongſt them (the Patrzcrr) came to be liſted amon 

the Senatours,they were tiled Patres conſcriptt;liſt 

Fathers: the Kings of the Philiſtines were ſtiled A6;- 
elech,which is as much as to ſay.che King myFather; 
and nothing more frequent. nor familiar-with Solo- 
#201 throughout the whole bogke of the Proverts , 
then ( ſpeaking to his SubjeRs ) ro call them. his 
. fonnes: and why all this 2 bur to ſhew with what 
a Facherly affection Princes and Rulers ought to-go- 
verne their Subjecs,and with whaq filiall,and ſonne- 
like duties of honour, reverence and obedience Sub- 
jects ought to carry towaxds them again, In che firſt 
commandement of the ſecond Table (which St. Paul 
takes notice of . ro. be the firſk Commande-- 
| D 3 : ' men 
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ment with promiſe Epheſ: 6. 1.) theduty of Subjeds 
to their King and Governours is call'd tor under the 
notion of honour, and the motive perſwading to the 
duty (that it may come ſweetly and cheartully) is 
the relation of a Father ; Hoxeur thy Father and thy 
Mother: thy Father the King, ard thy Mother the 
Church;thy Father the Civill Magiſtrate, thy Mo- 
ther the Eccleftaſticall: for, that this command doch 

nor only concerne our nacurall Parents, nor chcifl 
them , but principally the Magiſtrate, our Civill 
Father, and the Church our Holy Mother, the 
rcaſonin the commandment (which is the Promiſe 
annex't to ſuch obedience) doth clearly evince, That 
thy dayes may be long in the Land which the Lord thy God 
grveth thee : which clearly declareth, that this 
command 1s not principally meant of a family com- 
mand,butof a National#command; nor che Promile, 
a perſonall promiſe, but a more gencrall promiſe ro 
rhe People ; nor the duty, ſo mnch intended of a 
family ducy, of picty of children roward their Pa- 
rents; as of ſubje&ion and obedience of:Subjets ro- 
ward their Civill and Eccleſiaſticall Parents, the 
King, and che Church ; the neglc@ of which dury 
toward them, and their undutifull murmurings,mu- 
tinings, ſcditions, conſpiracies, treaſons, and rcbelli- 
ons againſt them, is the ruine of Kingdomes, the deſ- 
truction of Monarchies, great States, Cities, Com- 
£-420n-wealrhs, and the ready way to ſhorten the pc- 
| riod of them : for by theſe they expoſe themſelves t0 
ehe Rapine of all their cnemics, or of any any Nati- 
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o'7 (that will take ther advantage of thiir diviſions 
and diflcntions) to fall in upon them, and xo make a 
prey of chem, aad ſo tarow them (with thicir Kings 
and Priacct) out of the Land waich the Lord thuar 
God ha given unco them, asStc is now with chis ve- 
ry Pcyplc tro whom this command was- given ; as.

Fae oaly way tor a people to live long in the Land

he came, yet before he paſt ſentence, -or executed 
judgmem, he would examine the Cauſe and find

royall Prophet rightly apprehended this vain hu- 
mour of carthly-minded men; Pſal: 46, 11, where 
he rells chem cheir very thoughts thus, Their inward 
thouzht is, that their houſes jba{l continue for ever, and 
their dwelling places to all gererations; and therefore they 
call their lands after their owne names: this is the way 
of them : (ſaith che Prophet) wichall icis their folly 
too, for vcr: 14. They he in the grave like ſheep, death 
gnoweth #04 them ; and more then ſo, the righteo:s 
ſhall hawe dominion over them tn the morning: and this 
is the endoft their purchaſe; but in the meane rime, 
while their reeth are in their head, they bite ſore, & 
devoure whole multitudes; and therefore are right- 
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4. Afourth ſort ot Griaders,I ſhall acqttaintyou 
with, and.I ſhall mcution no more ; and thar is the 
Rack-renting Landlord : which, chough he cannot 
mannage his lands himſclfe, and, hath as much need 
of the Tenant's labour , as the Tennant hath of 
his Land ; yct is not willing that a poor Tennant 
ſhould live upon his labour : he will have rent not 
only for his Land, but for his Tentiant's labour too, 
and ſo live by the ſweat of other mens brows ; 
pecping into every cofnet,everyCorttage,to.ſce whe- 
ther he can ſpy any advantage,out of waich he may 
{queeze if ir be bue the other crowne, to mend hs 
Kencall ; choughir come ſo hard, chat he is fain to 
prefſc blood in ſtead of ſweat to tnake it u p. And a- 
mong all your Rack-renters, take heede of your Ci- 
ry-purchaſcr, that hath rai{'d himfclte intoanEſtate 
our of ſmall wares ; as for your Nobility, and Gen- 
try, whoſe Eſtates defcende unto chem from rheir 
Anceſtors, they have ſome ſence of honour inthem, 
and a carc to uphold the reputation ,of the Noble 
Familics they ſpringe from, by keeping uP the An- 
cicnt hoſpitality of their houſes, and by preſerving 
the konour of their fore-Fathers, which (among 0- 
ther things) conſiſted nwich in this, that they were 

ood Matters to thcir ſcrvants, and good Land- 
Fords totheir Tennants : bur theſe new Upſtarts, 
thas have ratſcd themſelves our of pinns and points, 
or ſome ſuch ſmall matters, did fo value a farthing 
when they were not Worth it,char chey thinke it now 
vary ill hustandry in chcmchat any man ſhould ger 
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nny under them hence 15 it, that they doe ſo ex- 
aaly difpure the value of every Corcage, every cor- 
ncr, every foot of Land within thcir purchaſe, in 
which in ſhort time (by the helpe of ſome officious 
Informers)chey become as ſkilfulland expert as ever 
they were in their trade : .of all kind of Land-lords, 
rake hecd of fuch, they bite ſore, and theres no bir 
fo litcle, but rhey will taſten'thcir teeth in it, and ne- 
ver let goe till they tear away their hold at the leaſt, 
' Andttus I have given you an account of the De- 
linquents in the rext both the biters and the grinders; 
there is nothing rcmaines now, but the breaking of 
thetr jawes, and plucking the prey out of thety teeth: here-. 
in Job ſhewed both his juſtice and his courage; and 
in borh of thE declar'd himſeWfeſa worthy Magiſtrate 
$1 breaking their jawes, ancplacking the preyout of their 
teeth: and. this will be the honour of all Judges and 
Magiſtrates even to the higheſt, ſceing'there are ſo 
many Lyons and Bcars, and Wolves and Tygres a- 
mongſt men, aſwell as among beaſts ; chat rear and 
devour thoſe ſmaller helples creatures which they 
can Over-powcr : What can be more juſt; or more 
honourable, rhen for the/worthy Magiſtrates , the 
Rulers, and Governours of the Land, to cloth them« 
ſelves with juſtice as with a Robe and Diadem > to fit in 
judgment upon them 2? to reach thehead of ſuchin- 
ſolent offenders 2 ro plucke the prey ont of their 
recth, by cauſing them to make reſtitution and ſatis« 
fa&ion for all the wrongs, injuries fand Oppreſſions, 
bywhich chey have A innocent and harm- 
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leſſe men ;; and then to break their jaws by ſuch.ſe- 
vere and wholeſome Lawes,and panall Scarutes,rbar 
thcy ſhall nor dare to do. ſo anymore. And this is 
an Ad that will xequize cqurage & magnammur y,ot 
allotbcr vertues. moſt neceſſary ina. Magiſtrate, un 
theſc four reſpeRs 3 

Firſt, for preſerving the Authority of the Lawes 
which wichout due exccutian will become ridicu- 
lous, and. render thera ſo that made them ; it, is & 
xcproach.to Laws, when they ſhall. be compar'dbur 
to cobwcbs, which, cazangle: the ſmaller Flyes, hug 
zhe great hunaming) Bees break through them,

and Woalves,, aud: Lygers,, amongrhe {nualler Cat- 
tell ; ſtrong, inſolents ,and.(tubborne,, ſuch as hare: 
to be refoxmcd,, ad. icorne to be xeproved.; here, 
itis ncecſlary,that.a.

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»Sifthly, ir declares the integrity of the Mapiſteace 
and that he doth juſtice wichour reſpeQot pcrions, 
Upon all theſe accounts of all the Magittraticall vers 
tucs,there's none morcnccefiaty then courage, and 
magnanimity;z t0 take down the infolency of greax 
Otrcnders + we whip beggars when they goc about 
the Country begging ; we hang up ſhecÞ-Realers, 
and petty tnicvcs; but, what do we to thoſe great 
Robbers we have ſpoken of > that rob by wholes 
ſale, rob whole Townes and Families in chem 2 oh 
for the courage of Phizeas, in ſuch caſcs, ot of Job 
in che Text, to6reak the jaws of ſuch, avd te pluck the 
prey ont of ther teeth! And {0 I have done with all 
the parts of the Charadter of a worthy Magiſtrate,

I. Thefirſtis thisy the great neceſſity of this great Or- 
dinance of Magifttacy and Goverhinent : it is the very ſtay 
of the world ; the pillars and ſupporters, not only of th& 
Kingdome,burt of the Societies in it; the iiather of out peace 
and joy. When there are ſo many post, and blind, and 
lame amongſt us ; what would becorne of thern, if there wers 
none to be eyes to the one, limbes 26 the orhey, and +6 the the 
as F hers? While there are { ttiany Lyons, aid Bears, and 
Wolves, and Tygers amongſt us, ready t6 bite, and toteafy 
and to devour thoſe that are not able to felt them « whaf 
would become of us , if We had not amnenght us, ſich men of 
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wiſedome- and couraze, power and authority, to. break gherr 
Jawes, and to pluck the pre) out of i ber 4 eth ? 

- 2, The ſecondthing 1s this, the great happineſle of this 
Nation, in the full fruition of this ſo bleſfed an Ocdinance; 
where we have ſo many Courts of Juſtice of all ſorts erected 
amongſt us, and men ofchoiſe wiſedame, courage, learning, 
uprightneſſe, and integrity) litting in them; unto-which we 
may have reſort at all times, for juikice and judgement,upon 
all occaſions; wherezthat promiſe made to the people of God 
upon their turning to himzis made $004 tous : Uſa: 1.25.26. 
And I will turre my band upen thee and purely purge away thy. 
drofſe,and takg away all thy t'rne. And I w.ll reſtore thy Judges 
4 at the firſt,and thy C ounſellors a4 at the beginning, the Lord 
hath thus graciouſly dealt with us,and made this word good 
unto us; be hath turn'd his hand upon us, and purg'd away 
our drofſe, and taken away all our tinne ; and hz hath re. 
ſtored our Judges as at the firſt, and our Counſellors as at 
the beginning : Bleſſed be God, this day is this Scri pture. 
fulfilted in our ears ; this day, doe we ſee it with our eyes. 
That of 4me:, (whether precept, or promiſe, 6: prophecy,. 
or what you wt call it) [40s 5: 24..] is this day the joy 
and rejoycing of our hearts ; where Judgment do: b runn dews. 
like water ; and righteouſneſſe as a mighty ſtreame; as water, 
for the- plenty of 1t, and freedome to it ; and as a mighty 
firezm, for the conyeyance of it through the land ; *4is true 
the fountain or it is at Weſtminſter ; there's the ſpring , the 
well head; but, here's the comfort of it, itis not ftogrum, 
a ſtanding podl : Juſtice doth not containit ſelfe within thoſe 
bankes, but it runns down as a ſtreamzas 4 mighty river like 
that of Nils. watering the Whole Kingdom?, branching ir 
ſelfe into many {treams,running Eaſt, Weſt, North,and South 
through all tha Counties, all the Countries, all the quarters 
of th: Lind in the ſevzrall Circuits, allotted untoſeveralt 
karned Judges of the Land, in which they with their Coun- 
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ſello:34 an1 Officers riding from County to County , from 
City to City, as ſo many ſtreames convey ;ultice unto us; 
bring hone Juſtice to our houſes, Carry it wo our very doo-s; 
That Which Moſes ſpeaks in the in the hono: of the Iiralites, 
[ Deu:: 4. 8. ] may truly be ſaid in the honour of our Nation, 
in the ſame reſpect, bat Nation « ! here ſogreat, whichbath 
Statutes and Julgements fo right eons as & all thefoay that I 
ſet before you chis day? ſo » what Nation © there wnder Heaven, 
fo bappy 4s England, this day, which bath Statutes, and 
Judgement, and Laws, fort ghteons a we bave; and ſuch choyce 
woen for w-ſdome, learnmrg, fr 'ghtreſſe ey and integrity, to admi- 
ner Tuſt.ce and Tudgemert unto the people according to thems? 
And this brings on tae third Concluion, and thatfollowes, 
ex Conprus, 


3. What thanks do we ow to God,to the Kingzto the Par- 
liament , and to all our Rulers and Govenours , for ſo great 
mercy) bleſſings, and bznefits , which under their Govern- 
ment, and by the means of it, we do dayly receive?! we owe 
to them our peace,{our liberty, our ſecurity, cur property, all 

the enjoyment of the good things we have here; yea, even 
our very lives : *tis by Government, and by the due execu- 

cution of juſtice and judgement, that we live ſecurely, that 

we enjoy our peace and plenty, that we lit every man quiet- 

ty onder his own vine, and fig-tree , and enjoy the fruit of 
our labours : without it, how ſoon would the Biters and the 

Grindersfall in upon us, tear us in pieces, and devour us 

when there 'was none to-h2lpz. Oh,blefſe God for Govern- 

ment; cartzinly of all thz blzil:ngs that God hath ſent down 

dawn from heaven to earth,{as to the things of this life)there 

is none ſo great as this of Government; theretoregbleſſed be 

God that huh ealtbliſh't Government among us ; and bleſ- 

ſed be th King, which (w:th gov1 Jeb ſhyphat ) hath taken 
care toſend forth. Judges and Officers to adminiſter jukice 
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and judgement unto the people ; and bleſſed be the Parſis8 
ment, Wh:ch hach made us Statutes, Judgements, 1nd Laws, 
ſo juſt ſo g00d, ſo righteous, to be govern'd by; and bleſt bs 
all the Miniſters-of true Juſtice among us, which lay our 
«h:mlelves in their urmo!t endeayours,to preſerve our peace 
and protect us, from wrong and vo.lence; from the fury of 
the Biters; and the Grinders, thac wauld devour us:and noy 
how ſhall we ſheiv our thankefulneſle to them all?but bypray.. 
ing foc them, by paying tr.bute unto them, where tribute is 
due; by yeilding all due honour and reverence to ttvir per=- 
ſons, all Subje&tion and due obzdience to their Orders, In- 
jun&ions, and Commands, Which they lay uron us for our
